He then helped load ^ipplt into the ambulance and continued his trip to pick 
his wife up# 

The official version is that ax mechanic, Domingo Benavides made this broadcast/ 

"at about 1 s 16 p.m#" (Report, p. 166) 

While even that was before Oswald could have gotten there, it is the official 
story. The Commission has Oswald leaving his rooming house at 1 *03 p«m# Its reconstruction 
afl his time took 17 minutes and 45 seconds, too late for the 1*16 estimate, 

Benavides was honest, volunteered that another man had made the broadcast 

when ^lin personally deposed him# (Vol. 6,p449) 

Bowloy, too, was honest# Hd gave the Dallas County Sheriff an affidavit swearing 
to his account, which includes numerous confirming details# 

But ^elin and the Commission ignored Bowley entirely, never calling him as a 
witness although they had hie affidavit in thcrir files. They also ignored Benavides* 
confirmation of Bowley^ account. 

Tro^ the transcript of the police broadcasts it is impossible to distinguish 
the voioes. But on the tape Bowley is clearly heard well before "eaavides. The tape 
confirms Bowley* b account ■* in hie affidavit# can bo heard asking and saying what 
his affidavit says he did# After that broadcast ^enavldes another attempt to »***» 
the police radio. The accent is dear. So is the dispatcher's telling him they know, 
to stay off the radio#

Afterthought i This tape has never been used* The Commission never had it*
